The Inhabitants Made Their Escape in 
Rowboats—A Heavy Loss of Liie 
Feared on Sea Islands—Ef- 
fects of the Storm at 
Charleston. 


Savannah, Ga., October 2.—(Spectial.)—A 
terrific northeast gale has blown ever the 
city since 1 o’clock this morning, causing 


much damage to shipping and suburban 


seaside resoris. The damage in the city is 
slight, as previous storms had injured all 


the weak places. There were eleven ves- 


sels below the ¢<Ity, ten of which were 
ready to go to sea, and the other, the 
Italian bark Framklin, was at the quaran- 
tine station. fifteen miles below this city. 
Four were blown ashore. These are the 
British schooner Syanara, the bark Frank- 
lin and the gechooners Millville and Fannie 
I, Childs. The five-masted schooner 
Governor Ames broke from her moorings 
five miles below this city, but cast anchors 
amd rode out the storm safely. The other 
vessels are the Fannie Ritchie, the John 
lL. Treat, Rebecca M. Walls and the barks 
Maria Raffo and Cosmo. ‘hese were safely 
anchored and sustained little damage. 

The gale was forecasted in ample time to 
enable all other craft along the river front 
to prepare for the worst. 

Some Loss of Life. 

The steamships City of Macon and the 
City of Augusta, from New York, due to 
arrjve here today, have not put in an ap- 
pearance. The steamship Nacoochee, for 
New York, and the D. H. Miller, for Balti- 
more, sailed last might. There is no doubt 
these vessels caught the storm, but the 
fact that they probably put to sea promptly 
gives less cause for alarm.

For eight miles north of Savannah, the 
entire country is a lake with only the 
hammocks visible. 

Rice Crops Ruined. 

At noon the water was eight feet above 
the highest tide. Driven on shore by the 
northeast storm it piled up on the 
lands, swept over banks and dams, ecarry- 
ing’ away the remnant of the rice 
that was left by the August storm and 
had not been gathered, wiping out the 
farm crops. The loss to rice growers alone 
will be from $50,000 to $75,000. Of the ent 
rice crop along the Savannah river, valued 
at $250,000, all but fifteen per cent was lost 
in this and the preceding stor:n. 

The wharves at the quarartine station 
at the entrance to the river here were 
partially carried away, 

The quarantine officer and his 
and servants were rescued early 
day by a tug. 

No news has been received from Tybee 
since early in the morning and nothing 
is known of the damage there. At. Thun- 
derbolt and Isle of Hope, suburbs of Sa- 
vannah, all the boat houses on the banks 
and hundreds of small boats were carried 
away, 

The extent to which the railroads suf- 
fered is not fully known. The naval 
stores and cotton and lumber yards of the 
Plant system are submerged and thea 
tracks of the Central of Georgia and 
Georgia and Alabama railroads. around 
the city are covered. The northbound ex- 
press on the Florida Central and Penin- 
sular railroad, due here from Florida at 
noon, has not yet arrived. Telegraph 
wires, except one wire over the Western 
Union lines, are down, and the condition 
of the railroad tracks is unknown. A 
special trafn will be sent at daylight over 
the Florida Central and Peninsular south. 
All other roads are operating’ and the 
F\orida Central and Peninsular is running

New York, October 1.—(Special Staff

by the hand of fate; the political grave of 
the enthusiastic and erratic colonel of the 
Rough Riders began to assume definite out- 
line and shape; the date of the burial of 
that gentleman’s soaring hopes became an 
absolute certainty. 

The ides of November will find Theodore’s 
toes turned to the daisies, unless al) the 
signs which are supposed to tell the direc- 
tion of the political winds lose their cun- 
ning. These signs now point to his defeat 
in the race for the governorship, and with 
that defeat must go all of those pretty 
dreams of running this government from 
the throne of the white house which have 
found lodgment in his head and encour- 
agement to stay there. As I see the indi- 
cations from here in the heart of the me- 
tropelis whose hundreds of thousands of 
votes wil] determine the result of the race 
that has been entered upon with such vig- 
or, Roosevelt's defeat is certain. ¥ 

The Situation Summed Up. 

I have béen In New York several days and 
have spent my time principally in sounding 
public sentiment. I have taken these sound- 
ings not through the newspapers, but by 


| personal contact with all elements of the 


people—democrats, republicans, independ- 
mugwumps—people as I have met 
them in.the business quarters, upon the 
elevated and cable roads, jn the lobbies of 
those hotels which are the recognized polit- 
ical headquarters, in the crowds about the 
bulletin boards during the reception of the 
news from the two state conventions—in 
short, from ail conceivable sources.

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THE ILLINOIS WILL BE LAUNCHED TOMORROW. — 


“2 ~ THE ThhINGIS ComphETED. 
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‘The battleship Illinois is the largest and most powerfll ship of her class yet built for this government. The ship 
was constructed by the Newport News Ship and Engine Building company and is the first of several powerful vessels 
now under construction there for the government to be launched and made ready for active service. 

The plans on which the Illinois was constructed differ in many ways from those of the Iowa and Oregon. The ves- 
sel is known as a double turreted battleship. She will carry only two turrets, in which four 13 inch guns mounted in 
pairs will be placed. The other guns of the main battery will be distributed on the main, spar and forward decks. They 
will be protected from the fire of an enemy by heayy armor plates. The ship will be 368 feet in length, with a beam « 
of 72 feet and a depth of 23 feet 6 inches. Her engines are of the triple expansion vertical type and were built to devel- 
op 10,000 horsepower, which will give the ship an estimaied speed of a little more than 16 knots. The armor will con- 
sist of a nickel partial belt 7 feet 6 inches broad and fom 4 to 16.5 inches thick. Turrets’ will be 15 to 17 inches thick 
The 6 inch gun shield will be 6 inches thick and the 3 Inch battery above the belt 5. 5 inches, bulkheads 10 to 12 inches, 
splinter bulkheads between guns 1.5 inches and the protective deck from 2.7 to 4 inches in thickness. In all the weight 
of the armor will be about 2.800 tons. The armament will consist of four 13 inch guns, fourteen 6 inch, seventeen 6 pound- 
ers, one boat or field gun, four machine guns and four torpedo tubes. It is estimated that the ship when completed 
will cost about $3,000,000. She will carry a complement of 600 officers and men and about 100 marines.

The Work of Rescue. 


On Hutchinson's island, opposite Savan- 
nah and separating the city from the South 
Carolina sh@re, there were many negro 
families rescued by boats from the revenue 
steamers Tybee and Boutwell. One man 
with a child in his arms, holding the little 
one above his shoulders, started to cross 
‘the dams with the water up to his body. 
‘His wife, with another child, stood in the 
window of their house, the floor of which 
was already covered by the rising flood, 
and watched her husband feeling his way 
step by step along the top of the treacher- 
ous dam. one false step from which or a 
caving bank would throw him into a swift 
moving current. Finally, he was sighted 
from across the river on the city side. A 
boat was put off and after half an hour's 
effort the family was rescued. 

Upward of a hundred people were brought 
from the island to the city in boats. 

All day rescuing parties were at work. 
Tonight the: wind has subsided, but the 
water which receded with the ebb of the 
tide during the afternoon, has again risen. 
Considerable anxiety is felt for ships at 
sea. 

The extent of the storm is unknown. Un- 
tii telegraphic communication is restored, 
or until news is received by train from the 
tountry between Savannah 
ville, over which the heaviest part of the 
storm passed, the full extent of its dam- 
age cannot be told. a 

High Wind and Water at Charleston. 

Charleston, 8. C., October 2.—Much alarm 
was occasioned here today bythe hofsting 
of cyclone signals by the weather bureau. 
It was feared at one time that much dam- 
age would be done, but such was not the 
case. During the day the wind reached a 
velocity of sixty-two miles and the tide 
rose two and a half feet above normal. 
Several streets in the city were submerged, 
causing much inconvenience, but traffic 
Was not interrupted nor was the city cut 
off from communication either by rail or 
wire in any direction. All the ships in the 
harbor sought safe anchorages jn the river 
and communication with neighboring is- 
lands was suspended after $ o'clock. It is 
feared that much damage to rice and other 
crops on the sea islands has been done.

Macon, Ga., October 2.—All wires, both of 
telegraph and railroad companies, are down 
south of Macon and no communication 
can be had with the lower section of the 
State. The Southern train due in Macon 
from Brunswick this afternoon at 4:4 
o'clock did not arrive, and will not arrive 
tonight, on account of the great flood of 
water that covers the tracks, and in fact, 
the entire country near Brunswick. 

A special train had to be made up in Ma- 
con this afternoon for Atlanta to take the 
place of the delayed train from Brunswick. 
No trains are expected:from Brunswick 
tonight over the Southern. It was intended 
by the Southern offictals to send via the 
Plant system the train that was due in 
Macon from Brunewick this afternoon, but 
before arrangements could: be completed 

‘for it the wires went down and the exact 
whereabowts of the train cannot be ascer- 
tained. The supposition is that the tracks 
of the Plant system are also under water. 

The Central train due in Macon this af- 
ternoon from Savannah at 3:45 o'clock ar- 
rived eighteen minutes late, owing to de- 
lay caused by having to cut in two trees 
that had been blown across the track by 
the wind. This train left Savannah this 
morning at 9:15 o’clock, and at that time 
the wind was blowing pretty stiff, but no 
damage had been done beyond blowing 
down wires in the erty. Later, however, 
the wires on the Central between Macon 
and Savannah were blown down. 

The afternoon trains on the Southwestern 
and Georgia Southern railroads arrived on 
time and passengers reported nothing spe- 
cially serious along these lines, but these 
trains left the of the state 
early this morning and at an hour before 
the storm struck the state. It is reported 
here Brunswick has been badly damaged 
by the storm ang that the depot at Jesup 
has been unroofed, but these rumors cannot 
be confirmed. A stiff blow and much rain 
are prevailing in Macon tonight, but 
the time of this dispatch no damage has 
been done. 

On the Florida Coast. 

Jacksonville, Fla., October 2.—The entire 
east coast of Florida, from Jupiter to 
Fernandina, was visited at an early hour 
this morning by a West Indian hurricane. 
The average maximum velocity of the wind 
was reached in this city at 1l a. m.—sixty 
miles an hour—but there were occasional 
gusts of greater velocity. A number of 
houses were unroofed, trees prostrated and 
seven tents of the soldiers of the Seventh 
army corps blown away, but there was no 
loss of life and the pecuniary damage was 
not heavy. Shipping had been warned 
along the whole coast since Saturday thata 
storm was approaching. Until a late hour 
tonight Jacksonville was entirely shut off 
from communication with the outside 
world.

Report Gives in the Detail the Move- 
ments of the Brigade Through- 
out the Siege. 
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Washington; October 2.—The report of 
Major General F. V. Greéme, who com- 
manded the Second brigade, Second division 
of the Eighth army corps at Manila at the 
time of the battle there on the 13th of Au- 
gust last, has been made public. General 
Greene was then brigadier. His brigade

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THE KILLING OF SOLOMON. 


John Neel, the Proprietor, Is Now in 
Prison. 

Cochran, Ga., October 2.—(Special.)—The 
arrest of John Nee] in Kentucky revives 
interest in the terrible tragedy in which 
Mr. P. M. Solomon lost his life. 

It was on Saturday, December 18th last, 
that John Neel shot down P. M. Solomon, 
quietly walked around to his residence, bid 
farewell to his young wife and baby, 
mounted the fleetest horse in his stable 
and left for parts unknown. He had not 
teen directly heard from by the public 
until he was arrested in Lexington, Ky., 
this week. 

The Prisoner in Jail. 

On receipt of a telegram from officers, 
Sheriff Vaughn ,of this county, left Tues- 
day for Lexington, Ky. He arrived safely 
in Hawkinsville, with his prisoner, Friday 
morning at 4 o'clock. , 

The killing occurred about a water pipe 
which Solomon had laid from the water 
main to Neel’s stables, which he agreed to 
lay for $12.0. After doing the work Neel 
paid $11 on the bill and still owed $1.50. On 
the day of the killing Solomon, while drink- 
ing, presented Neel with a much larger 
bill than he owed, the latter refusing to 
pay same, but offered to pay the real bal- 
ance. Solomon seemed to get angry and 
tire up the bill, threw the fragments at 
Neel’'s feet and stated that he would take 
up the pipe. Neel warned him not to 


co 60. 
The Fatal Encounter. 


Just a little later Solomon was seen dig- 
ging a hole at the water main in the busi- 
ness street. Neel walked up to Solomon. 
They became engaged in a difficulty, Neel 
shooting Solomon fatally. Solomon lived 
but a few seconds and Neel escaped. 

Mr. Solomon had lived here,.in Cochran a 
number of years and left a large family of 
children. Mr. Neel was reared here, and 
was a young man well liked. He had been 
married but a ehort while.

Lieutenant Hobson’s Latest Success. 

What may be termed the element of 
antithesis is strikingly exemplified in 
the career of Lieutenant Hobson. When 
first introduced to the world several 
months ago, the ceremony 
formed in connection with the sinking 
of the Merrimac.

officer. Lieutenant Hobson undertook 
the task of raising the Maria Teresa un- 
der great difficulties. Even in naval 
circles the opinion prevailed that the 
achievement was impossible, and this 
opinion gained strength as time elapsed; 
but Lieutenant Hobson’s faith in his 
ability to perform the task never wav- 
ered. We feel no hesitation in saying 
that if the matter had been left to so- 
called naval experts it would have been 
abandoned early in the season; and, 
consequently, the credit of raising the 
Maria Teresa from her watery grave 
and of floating her updn the seas be- 
longs solely and absolutely to Lieuten- 
ant Hobson. Thus another ieaf is add- 
ed 4o this hero’s wreath of laurels. 

As every one knows, the Maria Te-esa 
was one of the best Of Spain’s warships. 
She was thoroughly up to date in every 
respect, and made of the finest material. 
If ste met with disaster off the coast of 
Santiago it was due léss to the character 
of her superb mechanism than to the 
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character of the men who stood behind 
her guns. Of course; some allowance 
must be made for the fact that the odds 
were against her, as in the case of the 
other warships, in attempting to escape 
from Santiago harbor; but for that, the 
fate of war is responsible. To recover 
the Maria Teresa not only adds to the 
navy a proud trophy, but also a valu- 
able warsaip; and in the event of future 
hostilities upon the water, the Maria 
Teresa will render efficient service to 
the government. Lieutenant Hobson 
has good reason to feel gratified over 
the success of his achievement, which 
has endeared him with increased admir- 
ation to the hearts of the American peo- 
ple. 

But Lieutenant Hobson does not in- 
tend to stop with the raising of the Ma- 
ria Teresa. There is still another ‘war- 
ship to be lifted from the waves off the 
coast of Santiago, and that is the Cristo- 
bal Colon. ‘This vessel has apparent- 
ly suffered much greater injury than 
the Maria Teresa, but Lieutenant Hob- 
son, encouraged by his recent success, 
is confident that he can lift it without 
mueh difficulty, and he intends to de- 
vote his efforts from tfis time forward 
to that attempt.

We find the following paragraph in 
the editorial columns of The Springfield 
Republican: ’ 

Whenever we refer to the lower wages 
paid cotton operatives in the south, The 
Atlanta Constitution rises to say that the 
assumpiion or assertion is false, and@ that 

is repeated for the purpose of contenting 
the New England operatives with a gitu- 
ation far worse than that of the operatives 
south. Obviously, in that case the indus- 
try in this section 5s doomed, and would 
be toppled over in a moment if labor made 
any her demands. The proof, however, 
is wanting. It should be produced before 
The Constitution writes any more epi- 
tupns cotton investments of this 
secuon, 

The tone of the foregoing justifies us 
in expressing regret that we have dis- 
turbed the equanimity of our contem- 
porary. Patience is a great virtue, and 
if an editor negiects to cultivate it, he 
is likely to find his irritation on fire at 
an untimely moment. As our readers 
know, The Constitution has asserted 
that the relative wages of the cotton 
mill operatives of New England are low- 
er that those of the south. Their nom- 
inal wages may be higher, though that 
is to be doubted since the reduction last 
Winter; but their actual earnings are 
relatively smaller. The Republican calls 
for proof. ‘That is to be found by com- 
paring the actual condition of the New 
‘England operatives with that of the 
southern operatives. 

The staff correspondent who went to 
New England during the last strike 
among the mill workers described their 
condition in his letters. Ile refrained 
from describing all the facts that came 
under his eyes, but he laid enough in- 
formation before the public to cause 
considerable astonishment. He went 
among the operatives, visited their 
homes, and saw with hisgwn eyes the 
squalid poverty in which they lived. He 
heard with his own ears the tales of op- 
pression they had to tell. What he 
printed in The Constitution was not 
only never denied in New England, but 
was abundartly verified by casual cor- 
respondents of The Republican. 

Now, we invite our contemporary to 
retaliate by sending a correspondent 
among the southern operatives, He will 
find them prosperous and contented, 
living well and saving money, educating 
their children at the schools, and getting 
a great deal more out of life than is 
possible to the squalid and sordid ‘sur- 
roundings of the New England opera- 
tives. 

That the condition of the New Eng- 
land mill workers is the result of in- 
adequate wages is proved by the fact 
that they once prospered and thrived. 
Today, it is admitted that they are re- 
ceiving less wages than the pauper la- 
of Europe. The fact is not only 
admitted, but it is nmrade the basis of 
commercial boasting. The Republican 
and other eastern influenées, chilled to 
the bone by the grasping spirit of trade. 
now proudly declare that our manufac- 
turers can undersell those of Europe in 
the European markets. It is no doubt 
a triumphant victory, but we could have 
won it any time these hundred years 
by degrading. American labor to

The Republican credits The Constitu- 
tion with saving that the assertion made 
about lower wages in the south “is re- 
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peated for the purpose of contenting the | 


New England operatives with a situation 
far worse than that of the operatives 
of the south.” Well, that is an as- 
sumption, of course. There must be 
some reason why such an assertion is 


made, and our assumption is’ not a cruel | 


one, for it relieves the New England 


manufacturers and publicists of a charge | 


of ignorance that might otherwise be 
brought against them. 

Mur contemporary concludes that if 
the condition of the southern opera- 
tives is superior to that of the New 
England mill workers, then the industry 
in the east “is da@omed, and would be 
toppled over in a moment ff labor made 
any higher demands.” This last state- 
ment is calculated to amuse those who 
are familiar with recent events in’ the 
history of the New England cotton in- 
dustry, for there is a stroke of saturn- 
ine humor in the very suggestion that 
mill labor in that section will make any 
svecessful demand for higher wages. 
When the operatives struck last winter 
—a strike which found some of them in 
a starving condition before a week had 
passed—it was not to demand higher 
wages. but to prevent if they could, a 
reduction of 11 per cent in the low 
wages they were then receiving. They 
struck, indeed, but the New England 
industry didn’t topple over. But the 
hopes of the operatives toppled over, 
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| The reduction went into effect, and they 


were compelled to submit to it, and 
now their wages are so low that it is 
the boast of all the transcendentalists 
who have been singed in the furnace of 
trade that their manufacturers can un- 
dersel! in the European markets the 
goods made by pauper labor. 

Now The Constitution has never 
written the epitaph of the New Eng- 
land cotton industry, nor have .we ever 
supposed that it would topple over in 
a day or in a year, or in a series of 
years. But it is inevitable that what 
has happened in the coarse goods mar- 
ket should happen in the fine. Already 
southern mills are turning their atten- 
tion to the finer fabrics and: when this 
movement swells a little, there will be 
more trouble in the New England mills. 
Yet the cotton industry in that section 
is rich*and powerful. It has a good 
deal of money to throw away in an ef- 
fort to avert its extinction, and it can 
always seek reprisais by still further 
degrading its labor. 

How far this last process can go is a 
question into which we shall not in- 
quire, but it is an interesting one. We 
have not heard from any of the leaders 
of New England thought since The 
Wool and Cotton Reporter established 
the fact that the cotton mill operatives 
of the east were receiving lower wages 
that the pauper labor of Lancashire. We 
have no doubt, however, that they are 
thinking the matter over, and that they 
will find an explanation or an excuse 
that will be both plausible and patri- 
otic. 

Mr. Edward A. Atkinson has a theory 
that cheap labor will finally ruin any 
industry that employs it. While this 
theory is too absolute to be tenable, 
nevertheless it will be interesting to 
watch its effect on the cotton industry 
of the north and east. ‘We do not 
think that pauper wages will hurt that 
industry appreciably; but they will not 
help it. It is probable that, in course 
of time, this underpaid labor will be- 
come less efficient. but not to such an 
extent.ag to cut an important figure. 

What does cut an important-figure is 
the natural advantage enjoyed by the 
southern mills. They are not only 
close to the cotton fields, Hut they are 
close to the great southern market for 
cotton goods; and they“are as close to 
the markets of the west and middle 
west as the northern and eastern mills. 
More than that, they have the advan- 
tage of aclimate which nature has made 
the finest{in the world, with cheap fuel 
close at hand. 

Such is the situation, and it Bas been 
so far recognized in New England that 
some of the far-sighted manufacturers 
of that region have already established 
mills here; and if this symptom means 
anything, it means that the epitaph of 
the New England industry will be writ- 
ten by those now engaged in it. 

If Mr: Woodward had read The Con- 
stitution during the past two weeks he 
would have found therein some inval- 
uable campaign hints.

Washington October 2.—A brief message 
was received at the state department to- 
day from Minister Conger at Pekin con- 
cerning the situation there. He SaVvs noth- 
ing concerning the reported death of the 
Emperor, but states that a feeling :of 
anxiety exists, adding that he ‘does not

TROOPS WILL COME NOVEMBER FIRST 


Camps Will Probably Be Located at 
Piedmont Park and Kirkwood.

Atlanta will lead al! other south- 
ern cities in the encampment of vol- 
unteer troops this winter. 


ATLANTA WILL NOT ONLY GET A 
large encampment of troops fiere this win- 
ter, but wil! have the largest encampment 
of any southern city. This decision is the 
result of a conference between Secretary 
Alger and Adjutant General Corbin, held at 
the war department yesterday afternoon. 

Two full brigades, or between 7,000 and 
8.000 men, will be sent here by the Ist of 
November from Camp Meade, Lexington 
and Knoxville. It ig probable the troops 
will be located at Piedmont park and at 
Kirkwood, although go far as known the 
exact location has not been selected. 

The location of the troops here wil] mean 
@ great revival in the commercial interests 
of the city. The business men have been 
working assiduously for the camp and are 
delighted over their guccess. The experi- 
ence of Jacksonville and other cities where 
large camps have been located and where 
the provost guard system has been ob- 
served indicates that Atlanta will have no 
trouble as far as law and order are con- 
cerned from the presence of so many sol- 
diers. 

The following dispatch 1rom The Consti- 
tution’s special Weshington correspondent 
tells the story of yesterday's conference: 

Washington, October 2.—(Special.)—As 
the result of the conference between Secre- 
tary Alger and Adjutant General Corbin 
this afternoon the slate containing the list 
Of places for war camps was somewhat 
changed. Instead of an divide be- 
tween Georgia and South Carolina, as was 
at first contemplated, Georgia gets seven 
camps and South Carolina three. 

Atlanta heads the list. Two brigades

The 
crowd poured into the park all the after- 
noon and when the Second regiment march- 
ed on the field every available place was 
occupied by interested spectators. 

During the progress of the parade a 
mean, drizzy rain began to fall, but 
this did not suffice to dampen the ardor of 
the admirers of Georgia’s gallant soldiers 
and the crowd sat in the rain and watched 
the movement of the troops. 

The soldiers, too, seemed to enjoy the 
occasion and were at their very best. The 
men did pot mind the rain and marched 
light-heartedly and with precision before 
the vast congregation of friends and rela- 
tives who were absorbed in their move- 
ments. 

Piedmont park was alive with people and 
the crowd was as large as were some that 
visited the exposition when it was in all 
its glory. The fact that this Was the last 
dress parade of the regiment caused those 
who had not seen the boys on dress parade 
to go to the park and their friends and 
relatives were anxious to see them march 
once more before they gave up a soldier’s 
life to regirn to more peaceful occupations. 

To Be Paid Today. 

An armed guard will be sent into the 
city this morning at 9 o’clock to escort 
the paymaster and his welcome dollars to 
Camp Atkinson and at 11 o’clock he wilt 
begin the performance of a duty that will 
bring joy to the heart of every man in 
the regiment. 

No person is more welcome to @ regiment 
of troops than the pawmaster, and the 
gates will be thrown wide open for him 
this morning. He has about-1,000 men to 
pay and work wf] doubtless occupy the 
greater portion of the day. 

Perfect order will be kept by the provost 
guard among the men who come to the 
city. Any who chance to become boister- 
ous will be at once sent to the police bar- 
racks. which wil} be the headquarters o7 
the guard. No trouble of any kind is antic- 
ipated, since the members of the Second 
Georgia have thug far conducted then- 
selves in a gentlemanly manner. 

It cannot be positively stated at. this 
time just on what day the regiment will 
bregk. camp. If the paymaster finishes 
work today it is probable that camp will 
be broken tomorrow, but there is an idea 
prevalent that the regiment will not. be 
allowed to leave until Wednesday.

in all parts of the city. It was the edge of 
the cyclone that struck Savannah and the 
coast yesterday afternoon, and about mid- 
night last night it looked as if the gale 
had not lost much of its fury on its trip 
inland. 

The*sun came out yesterday morning, but 
toward the afternoon the sky was overcast 
with clouds and by night a heavy wind 
was blowing. The churches had small con- 
gregations at the evening service on ac- 
count of the weather, for the rainand wind 
made it impossible for pedestrians to pro- 
ceed with any comfort. By 10 o’clock the 
wind had reached an alarming velocity and 
it was feared that great damage might 
result. 

The awning pole in front of High’s store, 
on Whitehall was swung against 
the big plate glass window. The window 
was smashed into fragments and the noise 
of the falling glass was heard for several 
blocks. The managers of the store were 
at once notified and arranged a temporary 
protection for the goods displayed inside. 
The broken plate glass cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $300 or $400 and covered one of the 
largest show windows in the city. 

The large sign which formerly was on 
top of the building occupied by E. M. 
Bass & Co. on Whitehall street was blown 
into the street. A young lady accompanied 
by a gentleman had just passed the spot 
and narrowly escaped injury.

PISTOLS ARB USED 
IN A STREET CAR 


Conductor E. B. Clay Sheets an Unruly 
Passenger. 


THE WOUND MAY PROVE FATAL 


Row Was on a Consolidated Car on 
the Decatur Line. 


TWO STORIES ARE TOLD OF THE DIFFICULTY 


Car Men Say the Passenger Was To 
Blame—Wounded Man’s Version. 
Four Arrests Are Mace. 


N. P. Copeland, a negro, is shot 
by Conductor Clay, of the Con- 
solidated—Stories of the affray dif- 
fer. 
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A trolley car conductor had a desperate 
fight with an unruly negro passenger Sat- 
urday night about 12 o’clock, and before 
it was over the passenger was shot and 
now lies at the police barracks with a 
wound which may cause his death. There 
were two pistols and a knife drawn, it is 
said, and for a while it looked as if the 
conductor would be killed. The affair caus- 
ed much excitement when the news reached 
the city and the police made an effort to 
capture a negro who was implicated in 
the affair with the man who was shot. 
The shooting took place inside the Blue 
Line car No. 61. A strange part of the 
matter was that the car wus running at a 
high rate of speed at the time and.was 
so near the line between DeKalb and Ful- 
ton counties that no one can testify posi- 
tively whether the car was in Fulton or 
DeKalb. 

The last car was coming to the city from 
Decatur on the Consolidated line Saturday 
night near 12 o'clock, with Conductor E. B. 
Clay and Motorman J. W. Sills in charge. 
Conductors W. F. Wilkins and T. P. Doyle 
were On the car and there were four negro 
passengers, who boarded the car at Clifton. 

The negroes were N. N. Copeland, John 
Kitchens, Fannie Crosby and Nancy Tal- 
bot. They had been out on the Decatur 
line for a Saturday night ride and the two 
men were drinking. What occurred, as 
told by the white men, does not tally with 
the statement of the wounded negro. The 
motorman and conductors, in their report 
of the affair, have made the fullowing state- 
ment: 

Trolley "Men’s Statement. 

“The four negroes got on the car at Clif- 
ton and as soon as they entered Copeland 
Slammed the-seats about and shut the door 
with such force as to almost break the 
glass. Conductor Clay told him to take a 
Seat and be quiet, und the negro replied, 
With an oath, that he had paid his way 
and would sit down when he get ready. He 
was told to stand up if he wanted to, but 
he had to keep quiet. ‘his enraged tne 
drunken negro and he drew a knife. Con- 
ducior Clay ordered the negro to sit down 
and made a motion as if to draw a pistol. 
This had the effect of making the negro 
desist from his intention‘of using the knife, 
but no sooner was Clay’s back turned than 
Copeland jerked out a pistol, which was 
in a case. Before he could get the weapon 
from the case and while he was in the act 
of doing so, Clay drew his pistol and fired 
one shot. The negro sank back with a 
groan, and he was held under cover of the 
weapon in Clay’s hand until the ear shed 
at the corner of Fair street and Park ave- 
nue was reached, and there the negro was 
turned over to three street car employees 
and later taken to the police ‘barracks. 
The other negro up to that time had had 
nothing to do with the row. but when the 
berracks was reached ‘t was discovered 
that Copeland had got rid of his pistol, 
and it was at once surmised that Kitchens 
had it. and the police made an effort to 
eatch Kitchens, but he had stepped from 
the car at the corner of Decatur and Butler 
streets and fled.’’ 

Copeland was placed in a cell and it was 
two hours after his inearceration before 
it was ascertained that he had been se- 
riously shot. Dr.’J.-W. Mitchell, acting 
city physician, was called and he made an 
examination and found that the bullet had 
entered the negro’s abdomen and ranged 
downward to the thigh. The wound 
quite serious and there is a pc«mpssibility of 
it proving fatal. 

What the Wounded Negro Says. 

Copeland made the following statement: 

‘“T work hard on the Washington street 
pavement, plowing every day. I went to 
ride on the Decatur street line and when 
we were coming back the motorman asked 
me for a drink out of my bottle. I gave 
it to. him and a little later he drew a pis- 
tol and fired it into the air. One of the 
other men gave me his pistol and 
told me to fire it. I was drinking 
some and just for fun fired off the pistol. 
Then the conductor got mad anda told me 
to sit down. Ae I started ‘o my seat some- 
body knocked me over and as 1 was rising 
a pistol was fired and I was hit. If there 
is one thing I do it is to he polite to the 
white folks. That man sure did shoot me 
for nothing.’’ 

The two negro women who were on the 
car were arrested Saturday night as they 
were on their way home. 

Yesterday afternoon Captain Jennings 
said he intended to have cases made against 
both the conductor and the motorman on 
the car, and perhaps against the other 
white men. He did not know anything 
about the affair, but thought it was best to 
have it thoroughly investigated in the 
courts.

ADOPTS NEW RULES 


A Meeting Held Yesterday Morning 
Makes Important Changes. 


COLONEL HAMMOND PRESIDED 


Revising Committee Made a Report 
Through Mr. Alex King. 


WEW WAY TO GET LEAVE OF ABSENCE 


Other Changes Are Recommendei. 
Report To Lie on the Table for a 
Week Before Adoption. 


AT A SESSION. OF THE ATLANTA 
Bar Association, held in the superior court- 
room Saturday morning immediately after 
the bar call, new rules for the government 
of the members of the bar were adopted. 
The rules do not differ very much from 
the former ones, but what changes are 
made are very material. 

Colonel N. J. Hammond presided over 
the meeting and the report of the com- 
mittee which was sppointed to revise the 
rules, if any revision was needed, was 
received. Mr. Alex King, chair- 
man of the committee, read the report of 
the committee. He said that all the 
changes which the committee discussed 
wero net made, az the unanimous opinion 
of the members of the committee could 
not be obtained, and only those changes 
were made in the rules that were unani- 
mously passed by the committee. 

The motion was made. by Judge 
Van Epps that the rules be laid 
tavie for a week and at the end of that 
time all the members of tiie bar will have 
@n opportunity to study them ard be able 
to vote on the report of the committee 
intelligently at the bar. meeting next Sat- 
urdiy. It is expected that the report of 
the committee will be adopted at the end 
of that time and the new rules put in 
force. 

In the manner of granting leaves of 
absence the new rules say that they shall 
be made in writing. The former custom 
Wis for any one to ask a leave*of absence 
and if there was no objection it was 
granted. The manner of hearing and try- 
ing cases during the absence of one attor- 
nev of a firm has been changed. 

The rules as read by Mr. King and as they 
will probably be adopted are as follows: 


Calling the Docket. 

‘Rule 1—The docket stall not be called 
éxcept on Saturday at 9 o'clock a. m. 
Cases shall be called in their order on the 
docket, and shall then be set for trial 
during the next succreding week that is 
devoted to civil business. By consent of 
parties, or by order of the court, cases 
may at this call be set for a more remote 
day. Cases thus calied shall be continued, 
passed to the absence calendar, dismissed 
or set for trial. If a case goes to the ab- 
sence calendar on motion of the plaintiff, 
it shall be marked A. P.; if on motion 
of the defendant, it shall be marked A. D. 
At the close of each call the presiding 
judge shall announce to the bar the case 
on the docket beyond which he will not 
go at the next succeeding call, and an 
order to that effect shall be placed upon 
the minutes. 

Ripe Appeal Cases. 

“Rule 2—At the first call of the docket 
at each term the court will call all of the 
appeal cases ripe for trial at such term, 
which have not been previeusly called. 
before proceeding to the call of the general 
docket.

Leaves of Absence. 

“Rule 3—Leaves of absence shall be ap- 
plied for in writing wefore the order of 
‘leaves of absence’ is reached at the bar 
meeting, and no leave shall be. granted 
except were so aypiied for unless for 
special cause to be fudged of by the court 
preventing such timely application. 

“No person who has obtained a leave 
shall set down a case for trial during the 
time embraced in such leave, except with 
the consent of his adversary. In cases of 
firms where leave is granted to individual 
members thereof this shail not prevent a 
case which is to be tried by the other 
member, or members, from being set 
down. 


Passed Cases. 

“Rule 4—That all passed cases, whether 
on the consent, absence, or otherwise, may 
be called up at any time by either party 
after two weeks’ written notice to his ad- 
versary; provided that where a case has 
been passed to the absence of counsel, the 
toppesite party shall always have the right 
to call said case from the absence at anv 
time after the expiration of the leave of 
absence. ry 


Special (Cases. 

“Rule 5—In special:cases, such as where 
funds are for distribution or the like, the 
ecaurt will give such direction to the case 
as ™ay seem proper. 

“Rule 6@—Any party having a case other 
than an appeal case entitled by law to be 


tried at the first term, may upon giving two | 


weeks’ written notice to his adversary of 
his purpose, and furnishing to the clerk a 
memorandum giving the style, number and 
term of his case, call the same up for trial 
at any time after the call for trial of cases 
returned to the preceding term has been 
completed. ! 


Cases on the Calendar. 


“Rule 7—Each case on the trial calendar | 


shall be tried in its order on that calen- 
dar when reached, unless’ continued for 
legal cause arising after it went to that 
calendar. But if when reached on the trial 
calendar, counsel should be under leave of 
absence, the case shall be postponed until 
such leave expires, and it shall then be for 
trial] in i¢s order. 
When Counsel Is Sick. 

“Rule 8—That in all cases checked for 
sickness of counsel, opposite counsel shal! 
have the rigiht to have the case checked 
for the entire weck. 


Verdicts at Saturday Calls. 


“Rule 9—At the Saturday calls, mention- 
ed in Rule 1, judgments and decrees in un- 
litigated cases may be taken, and when, 
in such cases, 
may be taken then, or thereafter, when- 
ever a jury may be in attendance. Orders, 
verdicts, judgments or decrees, by consent, 
or in cases marked in default, may be 
made or taken at any time. 

Demurrers. | 


“Rule 10—That a separate docket shall be 


kept of demurrers, which shall be disposed | 


of as the court may determine, but after 
the first call of a demurrer the call will 
be peremptory. 

Other Motions. 

“Rule 11—All motions other than demur- 
rers will be civen one call, and by consent 
of both parties a motion may be passed at 
such call, but a passed motion will not be 
called again by the court unless one of the 
parties to the cause, after having given 
three days’ written notice to the opposite 
party, files with the clerk, before the call 
of the motion calendar, a written request 
that it be assigned for hearing. 


Making Parties To Equitable Cases. 


“Rule 12—That all amendments, petitions 
or other pleadings making parties to equit- 
able causes pending when such amendments 
or other pleadings are presented, shall be 
immediately filed and dovcketed in the 
clerk’a office. with the date of filing and 
name of petitioner and his counsel, and 
the or@er gtanted shall be entered on the 
minutes# Such proceedings and order shall 
be se upon the defendant or defend- 
ants in ain cause, unless acknowledg- 

t op waiver of service be obtained. 

‘Pig the court, by its order, direct service 

, aggitional parties, they aiso shall bs 
mrved or acknowledgment obtained. .

mission of the judge first obtained. 

“The clerk, upon filing and docketing 
such proceedings and entering the order 
on the minutes, shall, on application, de- 
liver the same to the attorney of the 
party filing thecsame for the purpose of 
perfecting seryice, if acknowledgment or 
waiver snall not have been obtained al- 
ready, taking his receipt therefor, requ:r- 
ing its return within ten days or less. 
The clerk shall be responsible for its re- 
turn, but may relieve himself from such 
responsibility by promptiy reporting to 
the court the failure of any attorney to 
return said papers within the time speci- 
fied in such receipt.

The 
supreme court, which convenes this morn- 
ing, ~will hear a motion for another hear- 
ing in the trial which recently took place 
in DeKalb county. 

The motion is made by Colonel D. W. 
tountree, who has taken Charge of the 
case since the death of the late W. C. 
Glenn. The bill of exceptions says that 
the verdict found by the last jury, which 
Was guilty, is contrary to the evidence 
and that the jury was not an impartial 
one. 

It is allewed that one of the jurors said 
before.the trial took place that Flanagan 
ought to be hanged. On this ground main- 
ly the bjl] of exceptions is based. It is 
very lengthy and while there are other rea- 


' sons cited for the supreme court to grant 


a new trial, the greatest importance is jaid 
on this fact. * 
A number of affidavits are a part of the 


bills of exceptions. These relate the cir- 


the biased witness, as he is termed, said 


' concerning Flanagan and his fate before 


the last trial. There are many other 
grounds of lesser importance and many ex- 
ceptions are taken to the charge of Judge 
Candler and the rulings he made in regard 
to the admission of certain evidence,

He: is enjoying good health and is 
considered in about the same condition 
he has been in throughout his long incar- 
ceration.,

Three times Flanagan has been found 
sane by three different juries and as a re- 
sult of the verdicts he thas been sentenced 
to hang. Twice he has received new trials. 


' Once from the supreme court and again 


from the superior court. If he is granted 
a new trial in the supreme court as a re- 
eult of the hearing to take ce this 
week it wil] be this sixth trial. s su- 
preme court denies him a new trial he will 
be for the fourth time condemned to hang 
and his attorneys at the present time inti- 
mate that they will carry the case to the 
supreme court of the United States. The 
necessary federal question has been in- 
jected into the case and to secure a hear- 
ing there will not be a hard matter. 

Many times threats of lynching ‘have 
been made against Flanagan, but none 
of them have developed. During his first 
trial 4 mob attempted to take the priso- 
ner away from Sheriff Austin, of DeKalb 
county, but were unsuccessful. 

The militia has been called out to defend 
the court house in Decatur for the attack 
of a mob and soldiers have slept in the 
building to prevent any attempt of the 
kind. The case has assumed almost a na- 
tional reputation and the fina] outcome is 
still watched with great interest. 

Regular Term Begins Today. 

The supreme court will convene this 
morning and begin the regular fall ses- 
Sion of that tribunal. There jis a large 
calendar ready for disposa] and the ses- 
sion will probably be a jong one. 

The cases to be heard comprise the usual 
Quass of cases that are appealed ¢o the 
court. Some of them are of very great 
importance and the decis!ons to be handed 
down will be unusually interesting. Many 
vital points of law wil] be contained in the 
new decisions. A full bench sit this morn- 
ing. 
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of the United States court, and strenuous 
efforts are being exerted-to have the case 
against the young man dismissed. It is 
believed by the court officials that Mapes 
is a victim of circumstances and much 
sympathy is expressed for him. 

He was arrested while on duty at Chick- 
amauga as first sergeant Of the Third 
United States -volunteer cavalry on the 
charge of violating section S439 of the re- 
vised statutes, which protibits any one 
from disposing of property of the gov- 
ernment. Sergeant Mapes was taken be- 
fore United States Commissioner Jones, 
at Dalton, and in default of bond Was 
brought to the Fulton county jail. 

This was on September 8th and until 
last Friday the young man was held for 
trial. Friday his friends, who had been 
working assiduously in his behalf, suc- 
ceeded in bringing his case to the atten- 
tion of the officials and Sergeant Mapes 
was released on his own bond of $300. Et- 
forts are now being made to have the 
case dismissed, and it is the concensus of 
opinion that nothing more will be heard 
of the matter. 

Sergeant Mapes enlisted in the Third 
United States volunteer cavalry from 
Helena, Mon., when the cail for yolun- 
teers was made. He was at the time in 
the railway mail service and wag receiy- 
ing a salary of $lW per month. Me was 
made sergeant of his company and Was 
regarded as one of the best non-commis- 
sioned officers in his regiment, and was 
popular with his omcers as well a8 with 
ine men under Aim, 

The law aliows svwidiers to sell the ra- 
tions issued to them in case they do nol 
desire to eat it themselves, and this was 
frequentiy done wile the soldiers were in 
camp. Sergeant Mapes presumed that the 
same condition applied to feed for horses 
and one day when too much feed was 
given to him he sold the excess tor $3.0 
and turned the money over to his company 
commander to be placed with the troop 
fund. 

This was_in violation of section &43) of 
the revised ‘statutes and Sergeant Mapes 
was reported to the United States au- 
thorities. His trial was to have come up 
during the Octevjers term of ahe United 
States court, which commences today, 
and had Sergeani Mapes been eonvicted 
he would have lost his position fn the 
railway mai] service, besides serving the 
sentence of the court. In the opinion of 
thosé who knew of*the casé the young 
man had no intention of defrauding the 
government. 

The representative and senator from 
his district have both been working in his 
behalf. Judge Newman has received a 
letter telling of the excellent family and 
social connections of the young man and 
asking that the case be dismissed. The 
matter is now in the hands of the au- 
thorities at Washi ngton, and it is thought 
that Serge ant M: ipes will never be brought 


to trial. He left for his home last Fri- 
day afternoon,

The second match will be a six-round 
bout of 140-pound men, and the parti@ipants 
will be Davis, company C, Augusta. and 
Loyd, company C, Savannah. 

Yhe third match will be a ten-round bout 
for men weighing 160 pounds, and wil! be 
participated in by Gibbons, of company I, 
Savannah, and Walker, ur company D, At- 
ianta. 

The third bout is said to be the one in 
which the sports are interested and which 
will result in something on the order of a 
prize fight. 

When the glove contests do take place 
there will be several Atlanta policemen on 
the scene to see that the contestg d6 not 
go beyond exhibitions.
